Bill Is Attacked 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — The Bank- 


head cotton bill was denounced in the 
senate Monday by one of the South's 
own senators—Bailey, Democrat. North 
Carolina—as 
a "slavery 
bill" that 


offered a choice between " a free re- 
public and n regimented Socialism or 
Communism," 


Administration leaders conceded the 


vote on the bill would be close, after 
another day of debate which saw Sen- 
ator Borah, Republican, Idaho, chal- 
lenge its constitutionality and Chair- 
man Smith of the agriculture commit- 
tee compare it to the war-time draft 
act, as a necessity to cash "slack- 
ers." 


Bailey used plain language in op- 


peeing the bill. 5i 


"If Irtr should! pass and be^upljjeld 


by the supreme court," he said, "I 
would know the end of all things.had 
come in America and I shall prepare 
tor the Socialistic regime and the die. 
tator. 


"America needs more education in 


human liberty now than all the pros- 
perity that God might pour out. The 
Fourth of July long ago lost its sig- 
nificance. You have got to preserve 
liberty to save the union." 


Smith asked the senate to "strain 


the constitution" if necessary to pro- 
vide the relief that "85 per cent of 
>'i" cotlon farmers believe is essen- 
tial to their salvation," 


Lewis for President 


The senate's two senior members 


tangled over the compulsory 
cotton 


control measure after Senator Lewis, 
Democratic whip., Speaking for the 
bill, urged the senate to support Pres. 
ident Roosevelt, right or wrong. 


"The president has the right to be 


wrong." Lewis said, demanding sup- 
port of the chief executive as a dem- 
onstration to the world that congress 
was "for him." 


Borah warned that to 
prohibit H 


legitimate article of commerce from 
nioxing in interstate trade by taxes 
would "take away the very founda- 
tion of the government, itself." 


"We are using the taxing power to 


preclude a citizen of the 
United 


States from enjoying the right to sell 
his property in the ordinary course 
of trade," he added. "Is that a tax 
or is it a fine?" 


The Idaho senator .said he was con- 


cerned because if the bill passed it 
would be extended to wheat, cattle, 
and all other farm products. He con- 
tended that the purpose of the bill 
was to punish the small minority of 
farmers who were not willing to sign 
the 
voluntary 
acreage 
reduction 


agreements and to coerce them. 


"1 admit frankly that is what I'm 


driving at," Smith retorted. "I am 
anxious lo bring the slacker in. Let's

Southern Pike county 
landowners 


lost late Monday in their attempt to 
enjoin County Judge Mauncy from pro- 
ceeding with a contract with Nevada 
county to place the old Murfrecsbiro 
bridge across the Little Missouri riv- 
er directly between the two counties 
in a manner to cut out Hempstcad 
county completely. 


Pike County Judge Mauney made a 


contract with Nevada county for a 
location far east of 
Blevins 
which 


would connect Delight and Prescott 
but cut off Hope from Delight. South 
Pike county citizens protested on the 
ground that they wanted equal access 
to Hope, largest trading city in this 
section. 


In court at Murfreesboro late Mon- 


day Circuit Judge Steclc ruled that 
the contestants had no right of appeal 
from their county judge. 


Circuit Judge Steele said that the 


bridge was originally Hie property of 
the 'Stale Highway Department, was 
apparently released by the department 
lo Pike county, and the Pike county 
judge therefore had authority to place 
the bridge wherever he wanted to. 


Hempstead county and Hope arc 


expected to launch a determined fight 
to slop construction on tile bridge at 
a location which discriminates against 
Uiis city and county, and which, ac- 
cording to the Pike county petitioners, 
also fails to serve the greatest num- 
ber of people in that comity. 


Possible action is seen here through 


the State Highway Commission, which 
may yet have a hand in the location 
of the bridge because of its original 
ownership, or the federal work re- 
lief office in Little Rock, from which 
i'mids are expected with which to 
enable Pike and Nevada counties to 
proceed with erection of the bridge.

The opposition group is nonpartisan. 


It is known as the Fusion .party. It 
calls the Fendergast cohorts a "little 
Tammany" and asks for a new deal 
locally, pledging a reduced cost of 
government, appointment of city em- 
ployes on a merit basis, graftlcfs con- 
tracts awarded on competitive bids, a 
clcaned-up Police Department and a 
city government based on a charter 
intended to guarantee a nonpolitical 
administration. 


Opposing candidates for mayor are 


A. Ross Hill, former president of the 
University of Missouri, Fusionist, and 
Bryce B. Smith, wealthy baking com- 
pany executive, the Democratic in- 
cumbent. 


The campaign has been one of the

Child's New Horizons 


During babyhood and the early 


years his interests lay in those things 
hat developed body, co-ordination, 
and certain mind processes: Ego was 
t h e word.

Now at six and in the years follow- 
ng he will be more concerned with 
the world. Not unselfishly of course 
for we never lose that but his eyes 
will be turned out rather than in. 


He will npt only continue to ex- 


periment, gratify impulse and be in- 
ehsely active and curious, but do so 
with redoubled energy. 


The pity is that when h*'s all set to 


go, we seem to set our faces against | 
t. We cram his time with the things ' 
he doesn't like to dc. and nullify the 
hingff he wants to do. ' 


Of course this is necessary to a cer- 


tain degree, but not to the extremes 
we have taken it. 


We have naturally gravitated to the 


opinion that most, things the child 
wants to do should npt be allowed, 
and we've used a forcing process of 
dull substitution. We think we can 
substitute lessons, clean ears, errands, 
and so on and keep him happy. 


AH these things have their places 


but they will be accepted naturally 
and contentedly if his life is balanced 
nicely on the other side by things 
which lie nearest his heart. His own 
real interests. 


A child's free time, and he should 


have plenty, should not be empty or 
aimless. 
He now has preferences. He can- 


not pick up two pie pans and and 
bank them together as he did as a 
baby and feel occupied, or trundle up 
and down on a velocipede and feel 
any deep satisfaction for days on end. 
He might do both but neither will fill 
the soul yearning to be "doing" for 
very long. 
Encourage Constructiveness 


To build, to create, to discover, to 


put himself into something real and 
definite should not only be allowed 
but encouraged. The psycoholgy of 
the mud pie explains itself, or the lit- 
tle ship he puts together, or the bird 
he colors. 
In this vehicle of interest lies the 


parent's opportunity. In every mud 
pie, or lets make it a "dobe" house, 
or a wigwam lie a hundred stories of 
Indians and how they lived. In a ship 
there are still more stories. In a bird 
whole volumes. 


The points are merely illustrations 


of how this interest may be turned to 
educational advantage. But please do 
not think that everything he does 
must have education tacked to it. 


He should be provided with many 


things to do, things that interest him 
deeply. That 
comes 
first. Second, 


the interests he seeks himself, if they 
come within the law (and we must 
try to grow new eyes here) need our 
sympathy and co-operation. And third, 
we can turn his interest to good ac- 
count and through thtin reach him 
and guide him and train him. 


It is the idle child who gets into 


trouble a dozen times a day, not the 
happily busy one. "Don't" will not 
wear thin from Uiage if we cultivate 
the interest habit and then fill it.

Endorses Stock Bill 


WASHINGTON — (#) — President 


Roosevelt Monday endorsed the pend- 
ing stock exchange control bill and 
asked that it be enacted without any 
weakening amendments. He asserted 
"a more difinite nnd highly organized 
drive is being made against effective 
legislation to this end than against 
any proposal he has sent to congress 
in the last year. 


This definite statement was made 


after Chairman Fletcher of the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee had 
gone 


dvor tho measure with tho chief ex- 
ecutive. 


"The bill, as shown to me by you 


seems to meet the minimum require- 
ments," the president wrote Inter to 
Fletcher and to Chairman Rayburn of 
the House Commerce Committee. "I 
do not sec how any of us could af- 
ford to have it weakened in any shape, 
form or manner." 


Two New Attacks 


As the president wrote his letter, 


attacks on the 'measure 
from two 


sources were made public. In one the 
floor traders of the New York Stock 
Exchange asserted that to bar them 
from dealing in securities for their 
own account, as proposed in the bill, 
would work great hardships on in- 
vestors. 


The other came from the Durable 


Goods 
Industries Committee, 
the 


chairman of which is George F. 
Houston, president of the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, who also was an 
opposition witness in the committee 
hearings. It consisted of a letter to 
code authorities and code committees 
of the industry. 


"The securities exchange act 


prove to be a serious deterrent to re- 
covery and requires your immediate 
consideration and attention," it said. 
"This committee believes that if this 
bill is enacted into law it would furth- 
er retard the flow of capital into pri- 
vate enterprise, effectively continue 
if not augment, unemployment that 
exists in the durable goods industries 
and udd further to tho enormous losses 
which thege industries already have 
sustained. 


Meanwhile, the Senate committee 


awaited the appearance of Richard 
Whitney, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange with a detailed list 
of the amendments he wants incor- 
porated in the bill, Then its hearings- 
will be closed and the committee will 
begin passing upon the 
individual 


provisions of the measure. The house 
committee concluded its hearings Sat- 
urday.
